If approved by a two- -thirds 
majority, the bonds will be issued 
by the Chaffey district to the 
federal government in security 
for a loan. Interest and principal 
of the loan will be paid by the 
Chaffey trust fund, with em-) 
phatic assurance being given that 
the taxpayers will be asked to} 
stand no part of the cost of the 
proposed $74,000 memorial library | 
‘puilding. 

The building will be financed | 
as follows: 

$45,000 loan from government. | 

$10,000 from a reserve in the 
Chaffey trust fund, this being | 
created for building purposes. 
$19,319.28 gift from the Public) 
‘Works administration. 

The only indebtedness for the | 
building will be the $45,000 gov- 
ernment loan. This will be paid | 
y the income from the Chaffey | 
trust fund. The annual income) 
from this fund is now approx;) 
imately $6,000, The government | 
loan, principal and interest, will | 
be paid in average yearly in-| 
stallments of $3960. A coimpari- 
son of the $6000 income with the| 
$3960 payments reveals that the | 
trust fund is easily adequate to} 
meet loan payments. 

When George Chaffey estab-| 
lished the old Chaffey college, he| 
set aside a fund to be used only| 
for library purposes, Three trus- 
tees control this fund, Andrew) 
Chatfey, W. W. Smith and An-| 
drew Rose. A few years ago) 
these trustees established the } 
building fund which now totals 
approximately $10,000. This sum | 
will bo available immediately at| 
the start of the building. 

Federal authorities in charge| 
have accepted the proposed li- 
brary plans. As its part of the) 
cost, the federal government will 
give $19,319.28. The voters are 
given the opportunity to make 
possible the $45,000 loan. If the 
bonds carry, construction will 
start within a short time. If the 
bonds fail, this district will lose 
an opportunity to realize the 
gifts and to give the Chaffey 
campus @ much needed building.

taxable property in the state, which inelydes homes, farms | 
and all other real and personal property. Mr. Riley, who is;
